Situation Is “Urgent Now”. 


Washington, Jan. 2.—Mr Herbert Hoover, former United 
States President, today urged that the United States should de- 
fend Formosa and raise “a wall against Communism in the 
Pacific.” 

He made his recommendation in a letter to Senator William 
F. Knowland, Republican, leader of a Congressio bloc urging 
full American support for the Chinese Nationalists fo halt Com- 
munism in China. 

He said he believed strongly that the United States should use her 
naval power, if necessary, to safeguard Formosa, the Pescadores islands, 
between Formosa and the Chinese mainland, and possibly Hainan Island, 
off the South China coast.

In a note, Arst handed to the 
Finnish minister in Moscow, K. 
Sundstroem, by the Soviet De- 
puty Foreign inlster, Andre 
Gromyko, Russla accused Fin- 
land of violating — its peace 
treaty with the Allies by har- 
bouring more than 300° “war 
criminals,” 56 of whom were 
“known to the Sovict Union,” 
and named in the communlea- 
tion recelved here.
